FOUND GUILTY

panied by Marshal Meredith, re- 
turned to the Marshal's office 
where, surrounded by a number of 
friends he remained until he was 
taken to the jail after a confer- 
ence Of his attorneys. He gave no 
indication of what his next. move 
would be. 

The penalty provided by statute 
may be a fine of not to exceed 
$1000 or imprisonment for not 
more than five years, or both, with- 
in the discretion of the court. 

Gov, McCray'’s trial started in 
United - States District Court be- 
fore Judge Albert B. Anderson 
Monday, April 21. The jury was 
obtained within a few hours and 
after opening statements by both 
sides the taking of evidence was 

rted in the afternoon of the 
first day. 

Approximately 150 witnesses, 
most of them bankers, and Me- 
Cray employees and business asso- 
clates were called by the govern- 
ment. They identified a mass of 
correspondence with the Governor 
regarding notes, ‘cattle paper” and 
financial statements sent to the 
banks through the mails. 


GOVERNOR'S DEFENSE 


Attorneys for the Governor 
based their defense on lack of 
intent to defraud. Gev. McCray, 
testifying in his own behalf, ad- 
mitted signing the names of oth- 
ers to notes, but contended his 
signature as indorser established 
his r nsibllity and he believed 
himself &bie financially to meet 
all of hie obligations. He dis- 
claimed any intention of attempt- 
ing to defraud bankers to whom 
he sold the notes. 

An indictment against McCray 
charging violation of the national 
banking laws and conspiracy to 


violate the national banki lawe. 
is «still pending in the ederal 
court. Amos D. Morris, former 


cashier of the Discount and De- 
posit State Bank of Kentland,. of 
which McCray was president until 
his financial collapse, was named 
jointly with the Governor on the 
conspiracy charge an@ pleaded 
gutity. He has not been sentenced. 

The report of a Federal mas- 
ter in chancery, who conducted a 
hearing on the petition of three 
Fort Wayne banks to have the 
Governor adjudged a bankrupt. is 
still In the hands of Judge Ander- 
son. 

Besides the Federal indictments. 
McCray was named in fifteen true 
bille returned by the Marion coun. 
ty grand jury. The Governor's trial 
on the first of these resulted re- 
cently in a disagreement of the 


jury. 

While McCray was waiting in 
the marehal’s office, word came 
from Knightstown, the home of 
Raymond C. Morgan, speaker of 
the Indiana House of Represen- 
tatives, that Morgan would be in 
Indianapelis tomorrow to confer 
with Republican leaders regard- 
tng the situation. 


SURPRISH TO McCRAY 

Newspaper men were barred 
from Marshal Meredith's office, 
but the Governor's chauffeur was 
seen to enter and leave the room 
several times.

DESERT SURVEY

pDisPaTcH) 
WASHINGTON. April 28.—The 
Federal Geological Survey recently 


the Survey, may be roughly de- 
scribed as lying within a vast tri- 
angie. its base ie 800 miles long. 
lying along the southern border of 
California, Arizona, New Mexico 
and part of Texas, and the sides 
extending northward to Oregon. 

There is much land within this 


Geological Survey has been making 
explorations of the great triangle. 
It has just concluded a report on 
what probably is the driest section 
—the region of the Galton Sea. 

The Salton Sea district occupies 
about 10,000 square miles of South- 


world. says the Survey, do the stars 
seem so bright as in the heavens 
above the desert. Occasionally the 
desert traveler comes upon palm- 
tree oases which look as though 
they had been transplanted from 
Egypt or Arabia. Although within

Bears Growl as New Week Starts; Tendency Points 
Way Back to Normalcy; Girls Run Siore 


The week started with the bears 
conspicuously among those pres- 
ent and commentators inclined to 
give the growlers the best of the 
break on news and developments. 
Too much politics, too much em- 
bargo, too much hysteria and too 
short-sighted an outlook were the 


principal causes assigned for the 
rather-depressed outlook. 
Scratching beneath the surface, 
& good deal of this viewpoint was 
found to be due to usual “Blue 
Monday” conditions, and iack of 
perspective which was colored to 
some extent by the face that the 
Sunday auto jaunt had been cur- 
tailed and by other reasons of 
not much more weight. 
is a well-defined silver 
lining to the cloud which gives evi- 
dence of breaking, before long, 
clear across the sky. This note of 
optimism is well struck by the

American Cigarettes Drive 
Out Native Tobaccos 


Gainful Year is Reported by 
Northern States Power 


Miller & Co. Offer New 
Lumber Issue 


Sending cigarettes to Egypt 
sounds like the proverbial sending 
of coals to Newcastle, but it is 
being done, says Trade Commis- 
sioner R. A. May in a report to 
the Department of Commerce. 

The native Egyptian has always 
been a large consumer of tobac- 
co but his tastes until recently 
have been almost exclusively con- 
fined to Turkish and other near-by 
tobaccos. In 1913 leas than 79,000 
pounds of manufactured tobacco, 
excepting cigars, were imported, 
valued at 138,000 Turkish pounds 
($65,159.) During and subsequent 
to the war large quantities of cig~ 


liarettes manufactured from Virginia 


tobacco were imported into Egypt 
for consumption by the British 
military forees stationed in the 
country. For instance, in 1920 
and 1921 more than 660,000 pounds 
of cigarettes were shipped to Egypt 
almost entirely from England. 
However, there followed a con- 
siderable slump when only a lit- 
tle over 244,000 pounds were en- 
tered im 18922 after British 
war forces left. 

That the rative Egyptian is 
smoking more and more Virginia 
tobacco is indicated by the fact 
that the 1923 imports increased 
45 per cent over the previous year, 
and since all of these cigarettes 
were shipped from the United 
Kingdom, it is very probable that 
they were manufactured from Vir- 
ginia tobacco. 

The most popular brands are be- 
ing extensively advertised along 
with locally manufactured cig- 
arettes. Bfil posters and store win- 
dow digplays in both English and 
Arabic are commonly used, while 
some of the larger cigaret im- 
porters have established regular 
automobile delivery systems where- 
by large quantities of cigarets 
are delivered from Alexandria to 
the emaller interior native cities. 


NORTHERN STATES POWER 


Earnings of the Northern States 
Power Company in 1923 available 
for amortization, depreciation and 
surplus totaled $7,580,324 after the 
payment of regular dividends on 
the preferred and c»mmon stocka, 
which compared with a balance of

The street traffic problem of Los Angeles city is a big problem. 
Its solution must be approached from at least three different angles, 
(1) better street car transportation, (2) better street traffic regulations, 
(3) better streets. The new charter will be helpful on all three of 


Better Street Traffic Regulations. The new charter requires 
the City Council to provide for a traffic commission which shall make 
a ecientific study of the problems of street traffic regulations—parking 
hours and places, right end left-hand turns, crossing signals, one-way 
streets. boulevard stops, schoo! stops, etc., and then make recommenda- 


These mattere should come before 


the Council as the result of expert study, not in response to the schemes 
of special interests or hysterical demands. 

The Department of Public Works and the Department of 
City Pianning have both been strengthened in the new charter. Much 
of the red tape which now delays street-improvement work will be 
eliminated and it is believed that certain provisions of the new charter 
will reduce the expense of the street aasesement work. Graft in the 
use of “patented pavements” has been guarded against. 

The Les Angeles Traffic Commission, a body of several hundred 
public-spirited business men and prominent citizens, organized to im- 
prove our street traffic conditions, is actively supporting the proposed 
new charter because of the marked improvement it offers, when com- 
pared with the old charter, in the solution of our difficult street traffic

ISSUE IS NOT 


Col Rockwell Urges City to 
Vote Important Bonds for 
Protection 


velopment Company. 
$21,000,000 to carry out a three- 


an exorbitant sum, viewed in the 
light of a bond rating city assess- 
ment of almost $1,000,000,000—if 
it be considered as the most press- 
ing and only present need of a 
great city such as Los Angeles, and 
as the only means to supply a re- 
quirement for electric energy. 
But is it (a) the most pressing 
need; (b) the only present need, 
and (c) the only means to supply 
electric energy? 

The May 6 ballot indicates that 


Los Angeles, as a world city, has 
many needs. The Superintendent 
of Schools recounts the fact that 
more than €0,000 children are pilay- 
ing in the streets during school 
hours and that 750 classes are 
taught only a half school day. 
These assertions are libels on this, 
or any city. If children are not 
properly housed and adequately 
taught. if some are kept a half- 
year behind in their classes and 
exposed to the temptations of idie- 
ness, the future of the city is men- 


The Fire Chief and the Police 
Chief ask money for facilities urg- 
ently needed today. There is no 
substitute for the service rendered 
by these departments. When their 
men are needed they are needed 
badiy: their failure to respond to 
a call means tragedy sometimes 
and dietress at all times. Surely 
their wants should be met at once. 
The Health Commissioner and 
the City Engineer give good rea- 
sons for disposing of mbnacing 
refuse and making viaducts safe. 
These conditions are matters of the 
moment and the remedy urgently 
required. Flood contro! and water 
bonds are added considerations. 
All considered, the power bonds 
cannot be said to be the most 
pressing need. 

Disposing of the second query, 
obviously they are not the only 
need. 


A three-year program, based on 
possible demand, not present re- 
quirements, cannot be the most 
pressing need of this city, if any 
credence is to be placed on the 
trusted heads of seven other city 
departments. Their convincing 
arguments Must be heeded and the 
credit of Los Angeles will not hold 
up under unlimited bond tasues. 
The third interrogation must be 
anewered negatively. Today there 
is healthy competition, within the 
corporate limits of Los Angeles, tn 
supplying electric energy. One 
great utility company supplies en- 
ergy to operate all street care. The 
connected load in this care ex- 
ceeds the electric energy gener- 
ated by the municipal power plants. 
Another company supplies twice as 
much power and light ae the city 
can generate and sells to private 
users and industries. These two 
companies are strictly regulated 
by the State Raliroad Commission 
and pay taxes while the municipal 
Power Pureav pays no texes of any 
kind and charges other city depart- 
ments for power and light fur- 
nished.

makes out a poor case
